ebing reported to the war department 
today the names of one lieytenant and 
nine privates killed in action, of a cap- 
tain, a lieutenant and 11 men severely 
wounded, and 10 men slightly wound- 
ed, all on March 1, the day of a Ger- 
man assault on an American trepch 
sector. The names of a lieutenant and 
four men killed the same day previ- 
ously had been reported, bringing the 
total to 15.

Commercial Organizations 
in the Cities to Be Served 
Are Urged to Get Behind 
the Project.

Washington, March 4.—(Special.)— 
An aeroplane military mail service be- 
tween Washington and Atlanta to con- 
nect with a similar.service already de-/ 
cided upon between Washington ‘and. 
New York, is the plan of Congressman} 
Thomas M. Bell, of the ninth Georgia. 
district. 

Congressman Bell is vice chairman’ 
of the house committee on postoffices 
and postroads and today he placed the 
matter before the postoffice depart- 
ment. : 

Such an air service would serve a 
chain of military camps not possible 
to reach in any other district or ar- 
row route in the United States. An 
aeroplane mail line from Washington 
to Atlanta would touch Camp Greene, 
at Charlotte; Camp Wadsworth, at 
Spartanburg; Camp Sevier, at Green- 
ville, and Camp Gordon, at Atlanta. 
Camp Lee, in Virginia; Camp Jackson, 
at Columbia, and the Montgomery; An- 
niston and Chattanooga camps could 
be served by quick rail connections, 
thus expediting delivery even to them 
several hours, perhaps days, in view 
of delays caused from railroad con- 
gestion. 

Vice Chairman Bell also points out 
the great opportunity for aerial in- 
struction by such a service. Flying 
students could be taught by the trained 
pilots at the wheels of the mail planes 
as in no other way and thus the gov- 
ernment would reap double service. 

This proposed aeroplane mail route 
to the south cannot now be counted 
upon as a certainty.

License, According to Or- 
dinance Passed Monday.

Council Anxious to Bar the 
Sales of Weapons to Mi- 
nors and People Under In- 
fluence of Drink or Drugs. 


If Mayor Asa G. Candler attaches his 
signature to the ordinance passed Mon- 
day afternoon by the city council, 
which is designed to decrease the pis- 
tol toting evil in Atlanta, it will be 
necessary for each purchaser of weap- 
ons of that class to go before general 
council and secure a permit from that 
body. 

The word “pistol” will also be strick- 
en from the tax classifications of the 
city, and the dealing in pistols, both 
wholesale and retail, will be classified 
under an individual head, paying .a If- 
cense of $100 a year for the privilege 
of doing business. 

A resolution was also introduced ask- 
ing the legislature to make changes 
in the charter of this city which will 
empower the general council to prevent 
the sale of pistols to minors, or to 
any person under the influence of in- 
toxicants or drugs. 

Changes Are Made. 

The ordinance was introduced by Al- 
dermen Hatcher and Johnston, and was 
the .same law that was asked of the 
ordinance committée last week by Fore- 
man C. P. Byrd and his committee from 
the Fulton county grand jury, which 
met in joint session with the ordinance 
eommittee. The amount of the license, 
however, was reduced from $300 as in 
the original draft made by the grand 
jury to $100, and a section which pro- 
hibited the selling of pistols to minors 
and other designated classes was 
stricken on the advice from City At- 
torney James L. Mayson, who declared 
it to be his opinion that the city of 
Atlanta had no such power under its 
present charter. 

The measure was not debated at all 
but was passed unanimously by council 
after the explanations had been made 
regarding its changes from the original 
draft. | 

The resolution, which will urge the 
state legislature to make amendments 
to the city charter, was introduced by 
Alderman John S. McClelland, for the 
ordinance committee and is designed 
as a basis upon which ordinances can 
ibe passed by the city which will make 
the sale of pistols to unauthorized or 
irresponsible persons in the city of At- 
lanta an extremely difficult undertak- 
ing. 


: 


Drastic Amendments. 
The amendments to the city charter 
will enable the city council to pass or- 
dinances that will throw the most rigid 


restrictions about the promiscous sale 
of weapons that have ever be®n at- 
tempted perhaps by any municipality. 

Ordinances can be passed that will 
prohibit the display of pistols for, sale, 
thereby removing what many dé@glare 
to be a constant source of temptation 
to those who should not have weap- 
ons. 

Dealers can be forced to register 
sales of pistols with the chief of police 
within twenty-four hours after _ they 
are sold, giving the name of the*per- 
son buying the weapon and a complete 
description, with the Duyer’s explana- 
tion of his reason for purchasing a pis- 
tol. 

The resolution was referred to the 
charter committee of council for ac~ 
tion. 


ROPE AND BULLET 
FOR PRO-GERMANS 
IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Philadelphia, March 4.—“We will not 
be a strictly free people until 10,000 
German propagandists in this state 
have been hanged to telegraph poles, 
and shot full of holes.” 

This statement was made today by 
Howard Heinz, federal food adminis- 
trator for Pennsylvania, at a luncheon 
of food officials. 

Mr. Heinz has just returned from 
a state-wide speaking tour. He reports 
that the activities of the German agents 
have been making serious inroads on 
food conservation. 

“These German agents have been 
spreading stories that the allies are 
eating white bread and that there is 
@ surplus of wheat in Argentina. 

“With our present tonnage we can- 
not conveniently get the wheat from 
Argentina to our allies because of the 
long haul. It will be next year before 
we can even catch up with the present 
sinkings of the U-boats.” 

Mr. Heinz said we were sending 
large quantities of corn abroad, de- 
spite stories to the contrary.

The newspdper adds that the Ameri- 
can ambassador was not expected to 
join the request, but that no disturb- 
ing conclusions are to be drawn from 
this fact, as no American opposition is 
expected. 


Washington, March 4.—Military ac- 
tion by Japan in eastern Siberia to 
check German influence and protect 
war stores -at Viadivostok is believed 
here to be imminent. The United 
States Was not yet expressed its views 
on the proposed step, but it was said 
in diplomatic quarters tonight that the

LITTLE RUSSIA OVERRUN 
BY AUSTRIAN FORCES 


Practically No Resistance 
Made, and the Invaders 
Are Capturing a Lot of 
Booty—Peace Treaty to Be 
Ratified Thursday. 


New York, March 4.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The situation .in Russia con- 
tinues to hold an absorbing place in 
public interest throughout the world. 

Scant advices from Petrograd are 
coming through, but those that are 
finding their way out of the turmoil- 
ridden capital at Petrograd indicate 
that while the Germans have ceased 
operations in Great Russia, following 
the signing of the peace compact with 
the Bolsheviki, they now are striking 
against Finland, and that in the south 
the Austro-Hungarians are making in- 
roads into Podolia in an endeavor to 
drive out the Bolsheviki and thus se- 
cure an untrammeled hold on the 
country upon which so much depend- 
ence has been placed for the feeding 
of the Teutonic allies. 


GERMAN PLANS 
IN FINLAND. 


While ostensibly the German opera- 
tions in Finland, which are being car- 
ried out from bases in the Aland 
Islands, have as their purpose the 
driving of the Finnish revolutionists 
and Bolshevik red guards from south- 
ern Finland, it is probable German's 
ambitions in this region have in view 
the securing of control of southwest- : 
ern Finland to as far as Helsingfors. 
This stretch of territory along the 
northern shores of the Gulf of Fin- 
land, taken in conjunction with the 


holdings of the Germans on the south- 


ern shore to the region of Reval, would 
give the invaders abselute* mastery 
over the western approaches to the 
wulf and paralyze completely the 
movement of Russian ships of war or 
commerce into the Baltic.

At Least 50 Germans Killed 
and Some Captured—Com- | § 
parative Quiet Reported in 
Sector Held by Americans. 


New York, March 4.—(By associ- 
ated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The nearest approach to a 
big battle on the western front has 
occurred between the French and the 
Germans in the Verdun sector. Here 
the French troops carried out a bril- 
liant attack against the Calonne 
trenches and penetrated the German 
positions as far as their fourth line. 
The point of penetration was over a 
front of 1,200 meters and to a depth 
of 600 meters, and 150 prisoners were 
taken in the operation: Attempted at- 
tacks by the Germans north of the 
Chemin des Dames, near the Malin- 
court wood and in Lorraine went for 
naught owing to the accuracy of the 
French fire. 

Near Warneton, southeast of Ypres, 
the Australians have carried out a big 
raid against enemy positions, - killing 
at least fifty of the German defenders, 
destroying dugouts and bringing back 
prisoners. Around Lens the Germans 
have begun a rather intensive bombard- 
ment against the British troops besieg- 
ing the great coal. center. 


COMPARATIVE QUIET 
FOR THE AMERICANS. 


Since Sunday the Germans have left 
the Americans in comparative peace on 
their sector near Toul. 
ing that their attempted forays were 
too costly, they have failed to launch 
further attacks and even have cut 
down materially their artillery fire and 
gas shell bombardments. Again the 
American gunners have worked havoc 
among the Germans by heavily shell- 
ing-a large cantonment where troops 
were assembled.

Americus, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)— 


The second of the defendants in the 
Walter Wade murder ‘case to be placed 
on trial was Warren I. Johnson, and‘ 
the only new development brought cut 
in the hearing was the statement of 
James A. Hixon, chief counsel for the 
state, that it was not the contention of 
the prosecution that Johnson. was a 
principal in the murder of Wade in the 
first degree, but that he was.a princi- 
pal in the second degree only. It is 
the contention of the state, he said, 
not that Johnson actually fired the 
shot that. ended the life of Walter 
Wade, but that he was present, aiding 
and abetting in the crime at the time 
it was committed. The state also cun- 
tends there existed previous to the 
actual killing, a conspiracy on the part 
of the defendants to murder the de- 
ceased. 

The whole of the morning session 
was consumed in the selection of jury- 
men. 

Jule Fellon, of Montezuma, is asso- 
ciated in the prosecution by reason of 
having acted as solicitor at the time 
indictments were found, and Solicitor 
General John Allen Fort is acting in 
his official capacity. W. D. McNeil, 
of Macon, is attorney for the defense.

“AGAINST THE WALL.” 


If the United States government would 
adopt the policy recommended by Senator 
Harding, of Ohio, in dealing with enemy 
aliens or resident enemies in this country 
it is probable that before many months 
espionage would have become about as un- 
popular here as a means of livelihood as it is 
in Germany. 

Senator Harding does not believe in 
sending men and women to jail, nor in con- 
fining them in internment camps as punish- 
ment for spying or for wilfully doing any- 
thing detrimental to the country’s welfare 
in time of war or which is intended to in- 
terfere with the progress of the country’s 
belligerent enterprises. 

In lieu ‘of confinement he strongly advo- 
cates placing them “against the wall” vis-a- 
vis with a firing squad. 

“Among us,” he said, in a speech before 
the Maryland branch of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense last Sunday— 


“are miserable spies whom Germany 

would soon dispose of. I honor Germany 

for it. The trouble is that we think too 
much of ballots and too little of bul- 
warks of liberty. In justice to these 

100,000,000 American people there is but 

one place for the man with the bomb 

and the torch. That place is against the 
wall. We must be for America first.” 

Furthermore, we must remember that 
conduct which is altogether permissible in 
peace times might be enormously criminal 
in time of war. War greatly accentuates 
and magnifies. In time of war every citizen 
is either with or against his government. 
If the latter, his presence is detrimental to 
his country’s welfare; he is an enemy, re- 
gardiess of his nationality or his lineage, 
and should be accorded the treatment pre- 
scribed for an enemy. 

Degree of crime also is magnified by 
war conditions. In peace times arson, to 
illustrate, is a felony.under the civil law of 
every state, but punishable by nothing more 
severe than penal servitude. But when the 
country is at war, every dollar’s worth of 
commodity that is destroyed means that 
much logs to this country and correspond- 
ing gain for the enemy; and arson, there- 
fore, in war times properly should be classed 
as a capital crime, and, as Senator Harding 
well says, the man with the torch belongs 
“against the wall!”

Of additional military ad- 
vantage is the fact that the camp is located 
so that the receiving depots and supply ware- 
houses are built facing railroad spurs, pars 
alleling the long side branches of the U, 
thus making for the rapid distribution of 
supplies in the present, while assuri 
facile embarkation of troops in the future. 

The “Main Street.” ' 

“This is the ideal outline. Needless to 
say. it has been varied. There are V-shaped 
camps, which maintain the same principle, 
while Camp Lee resembles a huge “J.” These 
variations are due to the accidents of the 
ground selécted for thé cantonment; for, as 
far as practical, buildings are erected along 
the high points. ee i 

“The ‘main street’ of the soldier city 
winds from 6nd to end through the trace of 
the outline. This is a broad avenue, seéep- 
arating the officers’ quarters from the bar- 
racks of the soldiers, about 100 feet wide 
and more than two and‘a haif miles in 
length. Branch streets, running at right 
angles to this boulevard, separate the bat- 
talions of the division, wider avenues the 
regiments, these latter serving as. ‘fire- 
breaks.’ Remember, in ‘a,city where all 
the buildings are of pine, a fire-break is an 
obvious precaution. 

“These battalion and regimental streets 
are about 200 yards long, and form in them- 
selves compact social areas.

teen hours each day to the end of creating 
the national army, they closely approach 
the ideal. . 

“The new soldiers live within three min- 
utes’ march of their work. They have but 
to cross the main ‘eamp road, pass the offi- 
cers’ quarters, and they parade a drill ground 
suitabJe for the work of any unit from a 
squgad.to a regiment. In a word, officers 
and soldiers live with their work. 

“In their unpainted rawness, the houses 
of this city again bring to mind the new 
mining camp; but no mining camp ever 
boasted the water; light and plumbing instal- 
ments of the cantonment. You will search

“The officers’ quarters have no advan- 
tages not vouchsafed the men, éxcept the 
véry necessary one of privacy.

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Sweat eruption, or miliaria, is a common 
result of violent exercise, hot weather, flan- 
nel underclothing, sweat baths or hot fo- 
It consists of a short-lived 
eruption of minute pin-point vesicles, each 
containing a droplet of sweat, following 2 
brief period of itching. | 

The usual situation is the neck and chest, 
although the abdomen, flanks, back and 
limbs may be involved. The condition might 
be considered a mild prickly heat.. 

In frank prickly heat (miliaria rubra), 
however, there is more redness or irritation 
about the vesicles, more itching and burning 
preceding the rash. 

The skin may be soothed by bathing with 
tepid water containing a tablespoonful of 
saleratus in the pint. No soap. If itching 
is severe, so-called calamine lotion may be 
frequently sopped on with the hand, with- 
out rubbing. The dried skin should be very 
generously powdered with cornstarch pow- 
der or with stearate of zinc. 
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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
How to Destroy Lice. 

Please tell me how to go about the eradi- 
cation of body lice in a group of laborers 
living in shacks. (J. R. M.) i 

ANSWER—Fwll bath for each man. All 
clothing to be steeped for half an hour in 
soapy water containing 2 per cent of trich- 
lorethylene, which will. destroy all lice and 
nits. Or the clothing may be steam sterilized 
if a sterilizer is available. With due pre- 
caution against open flame or fire, soaking 
garments in gasoline for an hour will de- 
stroy the vermin. The body itself may be 
sponged or bathed with the 2 per cent 
trichlorethylene soapy water solution. Lice 
probably could not live on a human body 
anointed daily with 26 per cent vaseline po- 
made of trichlorethylene, which has a not 
unpleasant odor.

| WILL CONFER ON WORK 
OF RED CROSS IN ARMY 


An important conference touching th» 
work of the American Red Cross in the army 
camps of the southern division at which will 
be present Henry S. Thompson, national di- 
rector of the bureau of camp service: W. 
Frank Persons, director general of civilian 
relief; Colonel W. L. Peel, division manager. 
and others will be held this morning at the 
southern division headquarters in the Hea- 
ley building. 

A number of important matters will he 
discussed, among them being that of the 
personnel in the training camps, the building 
and manning of the Red Cross houses for 
convalescents in the camps and the appoint- 
ment of directors for these houses, instruc- 
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Washington, March 4-—(Special.)—The 
senate of the United States is supposed to be 
the most deliberative body in the world.

Track Stars Form Unit for 
Special Liaison Work of 
Great Danger. 


Camp Wheeler, Macon, Ga., March 4. 
(Special.)—Under the direction of Cap- 
tain Henry, of division headquarters, 
a plan is being carried out in the Dixie 
division, which will mean that a wound 
in the back will be a badge of bravery 
for the “Mercury squad.” Time was 
in the American armies when a shot 
in the back was looked upon as a sign 
of cowardice, but, according to the new 
scheme of training, one of the messen- 
gers so shot will have been doing his 
duty. .
